Danger of Japanese Attack 


Recognizing the constant dan- 
ger of a Japanese attack on 
Southern California, members of 
the Upland control center meet 
every Wednesday to discuss local 
defense measures and possible im- 
provements.

ARE WE MEN, OR ARE 
WE MICE? 

To All Citrus Growers, Packing 
House Managers, and Farm 
Bureau Members: 

It may seem strange to head 
this article the way I have. If 
we are men then we will equip 
| ourselves like men, and if we are 
| mice, we will nibble at the cheese 
and at the first slight noise we 
will scurry off and hide just to 
come back and find the cheese 
gone. Now you are asking what 
this is all about. Well, I will ex- 
plain. It behooves us citrus grow- 
ers to get to work. As I see the 
picture today, unless we band to- 
gether we are facing a serious sit- 
uation. 

We are today placed in the B 
schedule in farm products. Un- 
less we can get into the A group, 
we are facing some serious prob- 
lems. Let us look at a few things 
that we are facing today. We are 
taxed, and have been for years, 
for citrus land. far in excess of 
any other farm land anywhere. 
We are taxed for every tree on 
our land whether good or bad. It 
costs uS more per acre for var- 
ious pest control than any other 
crop grown. Our labor cost is 
growing by leaps and bounds and 
our government demands 20 per 
cent of the crop and all the ex- 
tracts we can make. They say it 
is vital and necessary to save life 
and that the vitamins from our 
citrus are very necessary fol 
health and vigor for our army and 
for our allies in lend-lease. We 
have to feed more per acre than 
any other crops and yet we are 
placed in a B schedule. 

Unless we can get in the A 
schedule we face the deteriora- 
tion of our property and if this 
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nue, one of the state’s most ex- 
pert bee men, has sold his bee 
colonies to his brother-in-law, U.

Atchley is establishing a bonded 
warehouse and will devote his at- 
tention to the marketing phase of 
the honey business.

til 1945 or 1946, we will face a 
very great reduction in our crops. 
Why? Today the victory gar- 
dens and truck crops are in the 
A schedule and have priority over 
everything. The orders are to 
furnish fertilizer for victory gar- 
dens and truck crops first, or 
everything in the A group, which 
means pretty soon that with the 
present shortage of labor, it will 
take full time for all plants to 
supply the A group alone to say 
nothing about the allotment of 
materials. These, of course, will 
go to the A group first and with 
all city lots and all available land 
put under production, this means 
a lot of materials. I am not ques- 
tioning the need of victory gar- 
dens but the secondary position 
we citrus men gre in. We want 
to win the war just as much as 
anyone, and we want to do our 
part and be able to buy bonds and 
help the Red Cross and USO, and 
all other organizations that per- 
tain to winning the war. How- 
ever, how can we if our earning 
power is curtailed. We wonder 
what is going to happen when it 
comes to harvesting this A crop. 
Will they take our labor away be- 
cause the A crop has priority? 
If so, we had better wake up and 
get up where we belong, in the A 
group. 

We pay no attention to the 
howl of the lone wolf but when 
the pack begins to run and howl 
then we sit up and take notice 
and go to work. We citrus men 
take things as they come until 
we are hurt, then we get to work. 
Then it takes so long to get back 
that which we have lost. In this 
matter we must not wait to get 
hurt, because if we do it will take 
a long time to get back and by 
that time our land and trees will 
be so badly depleted that our 
crops will be jeopardized for years 
to come. If this war continues 
and the government called for 20 
per cent of our present crop, 
which is very good, we will Say by 
way of illustration that was 20,- 
000 boxes, next year they will 
have to have that much or even 
more. If we fail to take care of 
our trees or don’t get into the A 
group so that we can have the 
materials to take care of them, 
then the government requirement 
next year may mean 40 per cent 
or even 60 per cent of what we 
can raise. Gentlemen, this is the 
time to fight for the right and 
fair play and our recognition as 
an A crop. 

I know this article is no liter- 
ary gem, it was not intended as 
such—but just as a spike that 
helps hold the track together. 
Without this the best locomotive 
would be nothing but a wreck 
along the way. We have any 
number of people today that are 
facing a decided loss in valuation 
on their property. Because of 
low prices in the past few years 
they have tried to do what the 
“powers to be’ say can be done 
and that is to grow fruit with- 
out putting anything back or have 
been trying to get by with as lit- 
tle as possible. Today they want 
to come back but because they 
cannot show where they have 
used certain materials in the past 
two years they cannot buy any 
today. Their need is great! This 
is not right! We are farmers 
with the highest investment and 
the highest taxed of all farmers. 
To save that investment, we have 
; @ right to be placed in the A 
schedule.

|| Magnesium Flares from Canadian Plants 


BOMBER squadron’ drones 

through the night sky over 
Germany. Somewhere in the utter 
blackness below lies the target for 
tonight. 

A young navigator checks his in- 
struments. They tell him what he 
cannot see—that the target is not 
far away. 

Now to find it! Voices over the 
communication system; crisp orders. 
A flap opens and a thirty-pound ob- 
ject hurtles into the darkness be- 
low. Another follows. And an- 
other’... 

Moments pass. The bomber swings 
around. Suddenly, the blackness be- 
neath is broken by a burst of daz- 
zling light. A brilliant magnesium 
fiare sheds an eerie white radiance 
over the checkered terrain below. 

Unchecked, the flare would plunge 
swiftly to earth, its bright light 
quickly extinguished, But it falls 
slowly, drifting, its descent eased 
by a small parachute. In its million- 
candlepower glare the observer sees 
a railway yard, a factory chimney, 
buildings like toy blocks. ” . 

Target has been located. 

The bombers make their runs. 
From then on the night is a lurid 
hell of bursting bombs, crashing 
ack ack fire, billowing smoke and 
fame. The target is blasted into 
destruction. ser 

Without the flares, the carefully 
planned raid might have been a 
failure. You can’t bomb what you 


can’t ¢ 





The flares were made of Canadian 
magnesium. The parachutes too 
were Canadian-made—of rayon pro- 
duced from the humble Canadian 
spruce. 

Silk was once regarded as the 
only material possessing the special 
qualities required for parachute use. 
A flare chute must have strength to 
withstand the shock of a thousand- 
foot fall with the weight of a 
thirty-pound flare. It must be per: 
meable to cushion its descent. It 
must be water repellent. 


With Japan’s entry into the war, 
closing the source of silk supplies, 
Canadian experts tackled the job of 
developing synthetic silk, or rayon, 
as parachute material. Rayon from 
Canadian spruce, subjected to a 
special resin treatment developed by 
Canadian scientists, now fills the 
bill. Rayon has even been perfected 
to replace hemp in making the 
shroud lines that hold the flare cai 
tridge to the canopy. * 4 


The resin treatment was the out: 
come of many experiments to find 
a method of overcoming the wet 
and dry strength of artificial silk to 
make it moisture-proof, Canada 
produced neither flares nor para: 
chutes before the war. Lacking silk, 
the new wartime industry might 
have foundered had it not been for 
quick action in developing rayon as 
an efficient substitute. Incidentally 
the cost of the flare parachute has. 
been reduced,
